An examination of the sample fruit dis- 
tributed by the canvassers accordingly 
shows, in the liquid around the frait, 
one-third of 1 per cent of salicylic acid, 
which of course la well known to prn- 
flerve fruit, ai well aa other vegetable 
and animal matter, but is better adapted 
to the preparations of enow specimens 
than to preeervaforhuman consumption. 
"Donbtlesa there are parsons who may for 
eoiue tiinw take such doses of tho well 
known 
preservative with impunity; 


there are others with whom UB use 
would "m a abort time create very serious 
disorders of the digestion, and there are 
those whose digestion ig stopped, point 
blank, wheu such preserves a™ eaten. 


Any one is at Hbeity to take his choice 


as to which of the above classes h» con- 
siders himself aa beloncinz, and may 
take his doee of mediemo with his des- 
sert if he choopes. 
Hut should any 


one desire to do so it is quitfi unneces- 
sary for him to pay tbe Ohio Fruit com- 
pany at tbo rate of f 8 dollars a pound for 
what he can get at retail for $1.50. Nor 
need he be alarmed about the fruit com- 
pany's threat of prosecution. The USB 
of salicylic acid (elawwhere forbiddeu by 
fianitary regulations) is guarded by no 
patent and never hus been; that of 
"Cofibe C" an^ar prepcribed by the 
company certainly is not. All are at 
liberty to eweelen the;r fruit according 
to taste, and to Epico it with the anti- 
eeptic acid without asking leave of any- 
body.

THE WISE CIIIVESE. 


Supervisor T. C. White thought tbat 


SI.ID per day was a Eufficient compensa- 
tion for Chinese labor. "You can just 
aa weli get Chinese labor for $1.15 a day 
if we all stand together. The Chinaman 
will know in loss than fifteen minutes 
from the time this meeting adjourns ex- 
actly what the report oi the committee 
is and that we bare Gx.ed tbe maximum 
price at f 1.40. In fifteen minutes after 
that if yon go to Chinatown to sek what 
you can get men to work for they will 
all say £1.40 a day. A Chinaman ia not 
worth over $1.15 cents a day, especially at 
the price of raifllua at tbe present time. 
If wo fix U-l-5 as tbe maximum they 
will understand tbat that ia all they csn 
get and they will work for $1.15 a day 
and will be glad te gat it." 


Another grower said that it waa ab- 


anrd to expect to get labor at that price. 
A Chinaman could averaee as much 
work and do as good work and could be 
depended npon for more than wbjte men, 
many of whom spend their earnings in 
tbe saloons on Saturday night aud fail to 
tarn ap oil Monday. 


AN. EXTREMIST. 


A. 11. Powers suggested that, as the 


growers had tba power to fix wages, fhey 
should fis tlie maximum for Chinamen 
at 03 cents per day and hsard them- 
selves, and 61.6-5 for white labor.

less we can cet eome price for our raisins 
how can we pay Chi u amen $1.15 cents a 
day?" he added.

Tbo Nltratn Fields of Chill. 


The caliche, or rnw nitrjile of soda, ifl 


not equally distributed over tho pampas 
of Chili. The most abundant deposits 
arositnatnd on the slopes uf tho hills, 
which probably formed the shores of tha 
old lagoons. An expert can tell from 
the external appearance of tho ground 
whero tho richest deposits ur« likely to 
be found. The caliche itsolf is not found 
on tho siirfaoe of tho plain, hut ia cov- 
ered up by two layers. The uppermost, 
known technically as chuca, is of a fria- 
ble natnre, andoonaistsof sand and gyp- 
sum, while the lower—tho costra—is a 
rocky conglomerate of clay, gravel and 
fragments of feldspar. Tho caliche varies 
in thickness from a few inches to ten or 
twelve feet, and rests on a soft stratum 
of earth called covn. 


The mode in which the caliche is ex- 


cavated is as follows: A hole is borml 
through the chuca, costra and caliche 
layers till the cova or soft earth is 
reached below. It is then enlarged nn- 
til it is wide enough to admit of a email 
boy being let down, who scrapes away 
the earth below the caliche so as to 
form a little hollow cup. Into thiH » 
charge of gunpowder is introduced and 
subsequently exploded. Tho caliche is 
then separated by means of picks from 
the overlying costra and carried to the 
refinery. Both in appearance and com- 
position it varies very much, in color 
it may bo enow white, suJpliui, latnon, 
orange, violet, blue and sometimes 
brown, like raw sugar.—Blackwood'H 
Magazine.

in tbo moral worth, good senae and in- 
tegrity of tbe women ot Fresno is strong. 


Of the hundred called 011 hut very few 


refused to aign the petition, and those 
who did, or very nearly all, aseored na 
that if they uared they would be only 
too glad to sign.

Most cf the women in Fresno do their 


own thinking, and tbat is one of the 
hopeful signp, when a woman don't have 
to depend on her hnaband or some other 
man to do her thinking for her she is 
pretty sure to thiuk about right. But 
the men, 0, my! if tbo few we ran 
across are a sample of tbe many, then 
we never will get rid of the saloons. 
Such weak excnsea. euch Equirniing, such 
a lack of moral courage, it was perfectly 


"I'm opposed to the saloons, but it 


would miu my business if I eigned 
that," one man whimpered, and we 
women said to ourselves, "we are glad 
tbat we are not elaves." Another in a 
pompous way told us how ealoons made 
nnsinees lively and all that sort oi rot, 
but very few (T am glad to record there 
were a few noble eiceptionp) seemed to 
care tho least for tbe sufferings and aor- 
rowa enta'led on the innocent by theee 
100 saloons in Fresno. 


"I just believe it woaid be good if 


sinkeie were tied on theae selfish men 
and they dropped into tha middle of tba 
sea," said one exasperated woman. 
It would he th& easiest thing in the 


world for the men of Freano to vote the 
aaloon out if tbey wanted to. The 
women would do juat tbat thing if tbey 
could, and they would po at it just as 
they have about theso petitions, aa soon 
aa aeked to sign, and after reading the 
petition, they would make a dire for a 
pen or pencil, and Bisn at once and be 
done with it.

"How long have you kuowu Mr. 


Fahey?" asked Mr. Tnpper. 


"1 eaw him several times in the Cath- 


olic church here.'* 


"When did you Brat get well ac- 


quainted with him? ' 


"About August 21st last I got well ac-
